cago on Human Beings.

Officials of the Chicago health depart- 


ment are conducting extensive tests t-> 
substantiate or disprove Dr. Koch's 
theory that the bacilli of bovine tuber- 
culosis caunot be transmitted to hu- 
man beings, says a Chicago dispatch to 
the St. Louis Democrat. This step has 
long been under contemplation by 
them, but how to do it without laying 
themselves liable to indictment for 
murder In case a volunteer patient 
should Sie under thefr treatment has 
been a great problem. 
Mow this ob- 


stacle has been overcome. 


To clearly understand the matter it 


should be borne In mind that of the 
various kinds of tuberculosis there are 
three that sre most comsica. 
These 


ere the deadly form known ;>s pulmo- 
nary consumption, lupus tuberculosis. 
purely a disease of the skin, which de- 
rives it name from the reddish . brown 
patches ivaich characterize it, and mili- 
ary tuberculosis, which has Its seat in 
the brain. It i:: with the second of 
the«e that the local experiments are 
being conducted. 


The bacillus or germ of all these dis- 


eases is the siirrie. It is, nevertheless, 
a distinction -which puzzles the layman 
that this same geriu is exceedingly diffi- 
cult for luedicai science to overcome in 
one form of the disease, while it is 
harmless in another. Toe first of these 
is pulmonary consumption, the second 
the lupus form. Hence all danger of 
death is removed from the Chicago ex- 
periments, while ut the same time" the 
results to be obtained will be fully as 
decisive and important to the medical 
world as they tvbuIO be were the pa- 
tient to undergo a test possibly fatal 
in its outcome.

selves to the tests, which are now in 
the first stages of the experiment 
Active bacilli of bovine tuberculosis 
were procured by the officials of the 
health department ami then all that 
remained was an operation similar to 
that of vaccination.

"Were this contest not a thoroughly 


friendly cue, I should not enter upon 
it. America kaows'rcy iiiind on this 
matter. auOi I kuotv America's. Noth- 
ing t'ould pxcced the iclii(liie«s shown 
me when last 'I c-ha'IlensMi from the 
time of my arrival in American ivisters 
till the time of my tleiJariure. Thou- 
sands of people came out to say good- 
by. 1 shall never forget the sight or 
tiie sound. Crowded steamers eufflc 
down the river, and as UK; St. Louis 
passed Sandy Hook's battery lired two 
cuus in farewell salutation. The Ameri- 
ca:! press was ..particularly sood to me, 
aad tlie interviewer, who is rather a 
bete noire iu the imagination of some 
of u»y traveling couiitryinen. I fdund a 
capital and a eoi:sider;iti> i.'ixniyh fel- 
low. 
Anil it is my coniid«-nt opinion— 


ati bpisiiuu i usprvissed on my return 
Isnuie— that a great numln.T of the peo- 
ple of A^S'Tk-a wore rather disap- 
pointed because the Shamrock I tiki 
not win. A greater proof than this of 
the hospitality of any country 1 do cot 
know and cannot imagine. 


"1 do not think it necessary to reiter- 


ate my tait.li in the absolute fair play 
o£ American sportsmen or to retell here 
how congress, quite iudepeailomJy of 
tills particular race, has, by a special 
amendment of its navigation laws, un- 
dertaken the task— no light one— of 
keeping the course clear for contest- 
ants. It used to be necessary to say 
these things here at home. That is not 
an agreeable re-mark— not a more agree- 
able" remark than the Iftdy made to 
Disraeli the younger, 'I spend my life 
in defending you.' 
Without saying 


that, I have to admit that when 1 first 
entered my clmllcn^y many of my 
friends nsUcd me whether 1 was sure 
of a fair field and no favor. 


"Wei!. I was sure, and 1 told them so 


•with an emphasis that rather startled 
eome of them. Now nobody even asks 
me the foolish question. That Is some- 
thing gained by the race of two years 
ago and by the race which Is about to 
be nm. If I do not hring back tie cup, 
I do something much better— aud to the 
right understanding aad the consequent 
good will between the sport loving pub- 
lic on one side of the Atlantic and their 
collesigrues on the other.

OF INESTIMABLE VALUE. 


Dr. Doty on tlie Mosjjnllo Experi- 


ment* In Havana. 


Health Officer Doty, whose experi- 


ments iu exterminating malaria by 
slaying mosquitoes have given him an 
expert knowledge of the disease bear- 
ing insects, said to a New York Journal 
reporter: 


"While deeply regretting the loss of 


two valuable lives in the experiments 
of tlie United States authorities iu Ha- 
vana with disease infected inosauirots, 
I positively know tbat they have been 
carried out in the most conservative 
aud ijciojjtific way, carefully nnd advis- 
edly, in the best interests of science 
and for the benefit of aiankind gener- 
ally. 


"The knowledge gained from those 


unfortunate deaths is of inestimable 
value to the myriads of human beings 
dwelling in the countries and districts 
affected by yellow fever. To be of any 
value to the human race these experi- 
ments must be mide cu human bodies, 
and accidents will happen. The great 
point is whether the end justified the 
means. 
1 say, notwithstanding this 


lamentable fatality, that it does. To 
be£in wiih, yellow fever is a most ua- 
certalo disease. Ail eminent physician 
•with great experience of the disorder 
once said: 


" 'There are two kinds of yellow fever 


—one where the patients die and the 
other where they don't.' 


"Now, 
take the statistics of Havana, 


Three years ago there were nearly 500 
cases of yellow fever in tbe month of 
August there, aud a large proportion 
proved fatal- 
Thin month there were 


only seven cases. 


"This. I maintain, in itself shows the 


inestimable value of the experitncuts 
with infected roosrivtiteos made by Dr, 
Reed and his colic-agues. 
In conse- 


quence of them orders to provide net- 
ting, curtains and screens to keep mos- 
quitoes away have been enforced ia 
Havana, while new systems of drain- 
age aud sewerafre have destroyed the 
brecdins places of these death aud dis- 
ease tarrying pests. 


"Two lives have been lost unfortu- 


nately, but how many millions will be 
saved if they only follow the lessons 
derived from these valuable investiga- 
tions: 


"I hsve stoppeil outside work for tbe 


season, but I am breeding mosquitoes 
in n:y laboratory, with a view to. a 
number of scientific experiments, the 
nature of which I do not care to dis- 
close for the present."
